Crane 
Crrtand Yuan Sur-Kat are both said to have 
advised an immediate alliance with Japan, 
but they do Inot appear to have convinced 
the Imperial authorities that Japan will 
dhar China up sufficiently. It is quite 
backlty felt that China cannot cope single, 
‘ghnde with Russia, though with Japan she 
might have a chance of regaining Manchu- 
ria. For the present at least, all friendly 
relations between China and Russia have 
been abandoned at Peking. This is all the 
more remarkable in that the Waiwupu, or 
Chinese Foreion Office, is now for the first. 
time in its history entirely Manchu, the 
race from which all Russia’s friends (since 
the time of L1 Huna-cuana’s death) have 
been drawn, Hitherto Russia has been 
able to buy all the Manchu support which 
she required. Either, it seems, the Mouk- 
den outrage has at last touched Manchu 
honour, not a remarkably prominent quality 
of late,.or the Manchu clique is standing 
out for a larger bribe, as is freely sugested 
ig some quarters. Throughout Chinese 
(SEP at any rate, there can be no 
doubt that indignation is genuine and that 
the advige of Viceroys Yuan ard CHana 
meet with approval. But the great Vice- 
roys are not blind to the fact that China 
alone cannot fight Russia with any chance 
of success. Russia has an enormous mili- 
tary force in the North, to say nothing of 
her fleet, while-Chinn’s army not only lacks 
equipment and discipline for the most part, 
but also a number of the best troops are 
now in the Kwang provinces,

MR. SHEWAN’S DOCKYARD 
SCHEME. 


————---@----— 


(Daily Press, 18th November.) 

In the London Times of the 13th October, 
the last number which reached Hongkong 
by the German Mail, appears a letter from 
Mr. Ropert SHEWAN, written in continua- 
tion of his former letter in the Times last. 
August, when he proteste! against the deci- 
sion of the home authorities not to move the 
Admiralty Dock from its present site in 
Hongkong to any other site, except under 
prohibitive conditions. Mr. Sa+wan thea 
stated that he was about to forward to 
the Times a proposal for a fur more com- 
modious, economical, and suitable situation 
than that at present contemplated for the 
dockyard. The letter before us contains 
this proposal. The situation which he 
recommends is in Hunghom Bay, Kowloon, 
aud he arrays the following arguments on 
behalf of his case :— 

The area of the present site (that is, of 
the old Naval Yard and the extension, and 
including the military portion) is 44 acres; 
that at Hunghom would amount to 350 
acres. 

The sheltered water area now, with a 
depth of 31 feet at low water, is 9f acres ; at 
Hunghom it would be 160 acres. 

The length of sea-frontage now is 2,400 
fect; at Hunghom it would be 5,200 feet. 

There is one graving dock on the Island, 
550 feet long; there would he three at 
Hunghom, 1,600 feet in all. 

At present the naval work is distributed 
into four sections, the repairs and victual- 
ling heing at the Naval: Yard, the coaling 
partly at Kowloon and partly at West 
P. int, and the torpedo-works at Kowloon ; 
in the proposed scheme all work could be 
concentrated in one establishment, and the 
now scattered employees could be housed 
together at the same place. 

The estimated cost of the present exten- 
eion works and equipment amounts to 
£1,200,000; that of Mr Saewan’s proposed 
scheme is £2,000,000, though it offers three 
times the present accommodation. Mr. 
SHewaNn adds that these figures show an 
extra cost of £800,000, against which there 
would be the value of the present site, which 
he puts roughly at £1,000,000 (about 
1,000,000 feet, at $12 per foot), “ not in- 
cluding the present plant, machinery, and 
buildings, which could no doubt be utilised 
for the new establishment.” 

Mr SHewan says in conclusion of his 
letter :—' The alternative scheme would, 
“therefore, giv9 three docks instead of one, 
“double the length of sea-frontage, eight 
«times the area of land, and seventeen times 
“the area of sheltered water, for the same 
«ur legs cost; would restore to Hongkong 
“its continuous water-front from east to 
“west, and relieve the city of an incubus 
“and the harbour of ‘a nuisance to 
“traffic and an eyesore to everyone.”

After much disonssion it was agreed to have 
two memor als, one, in deference to the late 
Queen's woll-koown predilection for works of 
mercy, to take the form of a Iogpital, and the 
other, to meet a widely-expressed wish. to ba a 
carriage rvad to encircle the island. Those 
works were to commemorate, in lasting manner, 

the sixtieth anniversary of her late revered 
Majesty's glorious reigu. As the scheme for 
this commemoration originated during the 
administration of your le xcellancy's predecessor, 
Sir William Robinson, 1 thiuk it will be both 

interesting and appropriate to briefly recapitu- 
late thy circumstauces attending the inception 

of the plau and subseqaent creation of these 
public momorialsof the gracious lady whe may be 

justly described as the greitest Que :n in history. 
I will go back to the commencemant, when it 
had bean resolved to wofthily celebrate, in an 
enduring manner. this great occusion, Sub- 
scriptions wero invited from the community in 
1897 on the understanding that a Hesp tal fer 
Women and Children and a Nursing Inst.tute 


| should be erected, aud that the first sect:on of 8 


road to encircle the main portion of the island 
of Hongkong should be constructed  ‘Lhese 
works, [ am ylad to say, have now beeu 
completed, so far as the Hospital and the 
section of the road are concern -d. Many difli- 
culties, which could not have be+n foreseen by the 
Committee, have been encountered, necessarily 
delaying the work, but, as will be seen, they 
were overc me at length, and we now havo the 
pleasure of recording tyeir completion. ‘I'he 
amount available froin the sum subscribed, after 
defraying the cost of tha Jocal cal-bra:ions of 
the event, was Sls2426.00, and this was 
divided equally between tha twa projects, 
giving for each $91,212. 1 propose 
for the saka of convenience to deal separ- 
ately with them, and will refer first to the 
Hospital. The scheme origin lly providel fur 
the erection uf a buil ‘ing in the grounds of the 
Government Civil Hospital. and incinded a 
Nursing Institute, which was to form an 
adjunct of the staff quarters of that institution. 
Competitive desigus were invited, and were in 
due course sent in by the local architects, but 
before any decision had been arrived at 
regarding theso, a letter was recrived from the 
Principal Civil Medical Officer urging that the 
proposed Hospital should be erected at the 
Peak and suggesting that ‘Craigieburn “ 
might be acquired for the purpose. ‘This lotter 
was considered by the committee, and though 
the suggestion for the purchase of “ Craigie- 
burn” was not adopted, tuere was a consensus 
of opinion in favour of acquiring a site on 
the higher levels instead of erecting the 
building inthe Civil Hogpital compound. A reso- 
lution to the effect that.a site not lower than 
Robinson Road should be selected was accord- 
ingly carried. Some difficulty. was experienced 
by the committee in finding » desirable site, 
but fortunately Barker Road was then under 
construction, and afler examination of thoso 
sites available. it was decided to apply to the 
Government for the ground on which we are 
now assembled. You, Sir, readily consented to 
grant the site, and the committee thea concen- 
trated its energies on securing the best building 
possible for the fu+ds at its disposal. Owing to 
the greater cost of buiding on the high 1-vels, 
and the necessily of providing quarters for the 
staff r. quired, the Committee found that the 
funds were not sufficient to erect both the 
Hospital and the Nursing Institute as well. It 
became necessary, therefore, to refer the matter 
to the Govern:ent, and your Excellency, 
r-cognising the difficulty, kindly consented to 
recommend to the Secretary of State for the 
Colonies that an adjunct to the Government 
Civil Hospital beferected for a Nursing In- 
stitute, This sanction having been cbtained, 
and the Hospital being now completed, it 
remains for the Government to carry out your 
Excellency’s recommendation, and speakiag tor 
the Committee, I hope no time will 
be lost in bringing the scheme to 
perfection by erecting this adjunct. Having 
reached this stage, it was hoped that the fulfil- 
ment of the scheme for the Hospital would 
proceed withcnt impediment ‘Che plans and 
estimates had been prepared by Messrs. Palmer 
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and Turner, whose original design ‘was con: 
sidered first in order of merit in the competition 
which had been held for a building io the Civil 
Hospital Grounds; but when tenders were 
invited they proved so far in excess of the 
estimates that it seemed impossible to proceed 
further. After wuch trouble, a tender was 
fically «btained ata rate within the funds at 
the disposal of the Committee, and the work 
hag now, as you see, be-n successfully completed. 
The total expenditure upon the Hospital and 
quarters has been $11-,891.05, and with the 
interest which has accrued ou the princtpal, wa 
have been enab.ed practically to meet this sum. 
There bave, however, been som. extras ip- 
curred--as is the cre in every large 
buidding--which you, Sir, have kiodly under- 
taken, ou the part of the Government, to 
defray, ouc funds being absolutely exbuusted, 
Turning naw to the Koad, as [ havs already 
stat-d, one-half of the Fund, amounting to 
$92,191.69, was allotted for its construction. 
A considerable period was spent in the making 
of surveys and preparation of estimates, which 
were carried out by the Vublic Works Depart. 
m nt, under the guidance of the late Director, 
Mr &.D. Orwsby, the work extending from ° 
Kennedy Town via Aberdeen, Stanley and 
Tytamtak to shaukiwan. Ween this prelim. 
inary work had been completed. Vr Ormsby 
reported very unfavourably upon the section 
of the road which it was proposed to make 
out of the Fund, namely that from Kennedy 
Town to Aberdeen, whilst M>iar.General 
Black, then (General Officer Cum .undirg, 
rais d serions objection to its construction on 
military grounds. Several ineffectual attempts 
were made locally to overcome the opposition 


to the scheme, and fioally an appeal to 
Downing Street on the subject became 
necessary. ‘L‘his appeal was successful, but 


the sauction for the construolion of the road 
was hampered in its being Isid on a higher 
level than was originally int-oded, The carry- 
ing out of this sch. me was entrusted to Mesars. 
Denison, am and Gibbs, who devised a auitable 
routs for the road, and tenders were received 
which came within the ineavs apportioned to it, 
acd the work has ben satisfactorily coucluded. 
Having thus contributed tiis section of the 
Jubilee Ltoad, we now look to the Government 
to take in hicd the completion of the pro- 
ject for a high road that will practically 
encircle he island, openiog up all its 
many beanties to lovers of sco.ery and 
of nature. The total cost of these two works 
has been $234,164.32, and I may here point out 
that tha delays entailed by the various 
difficulties encountered have not been without 
some compensating advantages inasmuch as 
the icterest accumulated on the Fund 
materially augmented our resources and has 
| permitied of the original prop-sals being carried 
| out ina substantial and workmanlike manor, 
| Having now stated ia ontline the history of 
these two Memorial works, it only remains 
for me to ask your Excellancy to be good 
enough todeclare the Hospi‘al open, to effect 
which purposs I beg to hand you this silver 
key. (Applause.) 

His ExceLLency, having accepted the key, 
said -Sir Paul Chater, ladies and gentlemen,— 
I have listened with great interest to your 
account of the Road and the Hospital that ware 
rightly decided upon as a fitting memorial of 
that beloved Queen whose memory will always 
remain green in our hearts and whose name 
will go down the aves as tho greatest amongst 
the great Queens of history. The difficulties 
about the Jubilee Road [ remember very 
well, When I came here first the foundation- 
stone had just been laid by my predecessor 
in the presertce of a considerable crowd, 
among them, no doubt, the Geier-] Officer 
Commanding, who instead of. opposing the 
Governor's trowel with his sword—slaying the 
‘masons, and carrying away, the bottle with 

the newspapers—pl:c d there for the en- 
‘lightenneit of futur- archwologists, returned 

to his quar ers, took ip the/mightier wenpon, 
and wrote that the road wasda military danger 
laud must not be. Thon I remember the time 
‘ when the controvery arose w ether the road 
shonid go by Shaukiwan orjby Kennedy Lown. - 
| ‘fhe Government, who «s we know subscriber | 
half the funds, were rather jinclined to fayuur 
| the|Shauxiwan Road whico would have given a 
driving road for about 20 miles. but the 
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Committee were very| firm and absolately 
declined ‘o have thattroad from Shaukiwan. 
Of c.urse I need handily tell you that with 
their pertinacity they succeeded in dominn- 
ting the Goverument]|/ on that point. The 
argument on the one Kids was that you would 
hdve a driving road rdund the island. On the 
other side it was sdid you woull have a 
road round Mount Davis on which the Chinese 
would come out in the &fternoons and would be 
seen there in crowds alljoying the balmy south- 
western breezes lade with the odours of 
Cheung Chow. (Laugliter.) The real secret of 
the Committee's deternjination was never opeuly 
stated. Ido not kaowlhow it got about. It 
may have been thatjione of the Committee 
was, like. Cassius, lofise of soul, and in his 
sleep did mutter his affhirs. (Liughter.) The 
real secret I believe wrs that the Committee 
said the Government hive undertaken to finish 
this road and it will takb upeall the money we 
have tomake this smalllbit round Mouat Daris, 
aud if. we do not af pad it on that difficatl 
p ece of road we will déver sse it done. Now 
we have @ very good 10;feet road there at pre- 
sent, So far as we qin see it appears to be 
puincipally for the phtrpose of affording an 
opportunity to the Daifty Farm of sending their 
milk by the higher ald lower levels. It has 
beeu completed in part at such a level ag would 
probably shorten the wihd of any assailant who 
attempted to take the ifland that side and leave 
him an easy victim of jhe Volunteers or other 
defenders of that sechinn.

It is 
troiie that with the perseypring determination that 
characterises everythings in Hongkong, portions

will be availed of by allargs number of peopls 
and ultimately will bp completed round the 
island, when.1 hope it will satisfy all the condi- 
tions that were intenddd. And now, Sir Paul 
Chater, and ladiesand guatlemen, as regards the 
Hospital : this is a work, I think, against which 
ny caviller could say one word, and I look for- 
wad with great pleasure to the unique 
opportunity of turning the key in the entrance- 
dior of a building 1.0 0 feet above the foundation 
stone which was laid. I believe, originally near the 
Goveroment Civil Hospital. (Laughter.) This 
building with its 41 beds, and situated as it is 
above the vitiated atmosphere of the crowded 
city, must be, I am sure, a blessing in the future 
to the poor people who will be accommodated 
here. lt is a fitting memorial to our late 
béloved Queen, and [ aw sure we willall join in 
wishing it God-speed. I have great p‘vasure in 
declaring that it is well and duy opened. 
(Applause )

His Excellency aud party having taken their 
places ou tue platform at t e foundation-stone, 

Hon. W. CHatHam said—Your Excellency. 
laiies and gentlemen,—We are met together 
to-day to inaugurate the construction of the 
new Law- Courts. The Colony, though still 
somewhat young, has already outgrown the ac- 
commodation afforded by the present Courts, 
Which were built in 1848, and the question of 
erecting anew balding has, for a considerable 
time past, exercised the miuds of the Govern- 
ment and the public. ‘Ihe first real move in 
the matter was made in 1896, when the then 
Director of Public Works, Mr Cooper, sub- 
mitted a scheme for constructing new Law 
Courts on w site immediately to the North of 
the.one we are uow standiog ov. The Courts 
formed ouly a part of the scheme, which con- 
templated the erection on this site of publics 
offices to accommodate several other depart- 
ments, including the Post Office. Mr. Cooper's 
proposal was referred by the ~ecretary of State 
for the Colonies (Mr. Chamberlain) to the 
emineot KEuyglish arcl.i.ccts, Messrs. Aston 
Webb and Lngress Bell, and, upon their recom- 
mendation, which was based upon the inadequate 
area of the site to the North of th’s it was de- 
cided to erect the Courts her. The other 
departments, to which I have referred, will be 
provide. for on a site adjoining Blake Pier, 
where they will bs more conveniently situated, 
from a public point of view. The area to 
the North of this will therefore remain un- 
bailf upon, and an almost unrivalled site for the 
Courts, having regard to the open spaces 
Which will adjoin them on three sides, 
will thus be created. Lack of funds has been 
responsible to some extent for the delay which 
bas occurred ia uadertaking the work, and I may 
here mention that some I] years ago an agita- 
tion was got up to arrest the progress of the 
reclamation works, by the carrying cut of which 
the site for the Courts has been rendered avail 
able. As the cost of the works will amount to 
about $750,000, it has not been an easy matter 
to provide for it amoung the numerous urgent 
demands for public works caused by the rapid 
development of the C lony. Other factors io 
causing delay have been the difficulties arising 
out of the contract for the foundations, th: 
necessity of removing the Priya Reclamation 
Office in order to clear the site, and subsequently 
of piling the area which it had occupied and 
the difficulty of obtaining a tender to construct 
the superstructure for a reasonable sum. Now ! 
that these have been overcome, there is every 
prospect of the work progressing satisfactorily, 
though, on account of the large quantity of 
dressed granite to be employed,—over 154,0U0 
cubic feet,—progress must necessarily be slower 
than if brick and plaster were used asin the case 
of most of the buildings around us. The bnild- 
ing wheo completed will be in avery way worthy 
of the Colony and of the high purpose it is 
designed to serve, and it imay safely bs 
predicted that, in it, that justice which playa 
so important a part in British rule will 
continue to be administered for many years to 
come. I would nuw ask you. Sir, to lay this 
stone, and for thi« purpose I have to hand you 
this trowel and mallet and spirit-level which 
are the gift of the contractor, Mr. Chan A 
Tong. (Applause). 

The trowel was silver and the mallet bla:k- 
wood silver- mounted, 

His Excellency farmally aceap{ed the 
souvenirs, which bore the followiag inscription - 
“Presented to His Excellency Sir Henry 
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Arthur Blake, G.C.M.G., Governor of Hong- 
kong, on the occasion of his laying the founda- 
tion-stone of the new Law Coarts, by Chan A 
Tong. contractor, 12th November, 1903.” 
Sir WILLIAM Goopwan then said—Your | 
Excellency very kindly asked me this morning, | 
as Chief Justice, to make a few remarks, on | 
this extremely interesting occasion, upon the : 
present Suprewe Court and its actual practical 
working. Perhaps I may ‘be permitted, in 
the first instanco, to express, in the name of 
the members of the legal profession, the 
satisfaction we experience in bsing present 
here to-day, and in knowing that, all obstacles 
having been at length overcome, Your Excel- | 
lency is now about to lay the fonndation-stone of 
@ building thorougli'y worthy of the position 
of this Colony, and of the traditions of the 
administration of British justice. It is most 
impcrtant, especially so in Oriental countries, 
that justioe should be administered not only 
with-firmness, impartiality and promptitude, 
but also with dignity, and in surroundings 
in consonance with Supreme Courts 
of His Majesty the King, wherein he ad- 
ministers justice, through his Judges.

A MYSTERIOUS AFFAIR. 

The crimes for which Lo On, the usher of 
the Namhoi y men, was executed, are variously 
stated, and vot one account is certain. Some 
say th t he had a hand in the murder of Li Pa 
T'o, the confidential spy of Li Ka Cheuk, late 
magistrate of Yumchow, who is now in prison 
in the Punyu gaol; others sy that. he amassed 
a big fortune by levying blackmail on flower 
boats and honses of ill-fame. The gentry got 
up a number of charges against him aud 
had him arrested and put in prison without 
trial. In fact, the whole matter, fror 
beginning {to end, hax been a inystery. 
It is said thut he bought the post of usher in the 
Nawhoi magistracy for ten thousand dollars 
for three years, and during the time when Pui 
King Fuk was magistrate, he, the chi-f porter 
Chik Wa Hin, aud others together made b- 
squeezes over & hundred ‘housand dollars in 
a year. Chik Wa Hin ran away Beoauss 
Lo Ou had money the officials have put an 
end to his life aud taken pos:ession of his 
property. When he was in the Namhoi gaol 
he lived in luxury; his wife acd coocabines 
were permitted to stay with bim, his friends 
called upon and dined with him daily. 
When in prison. foo, his income was thea same 
as usual, his share of “squeeze” being re- 
However, without any 
previous warning, while he was taking a meal 
with his friends, a peremptory order came 
from a bigh source, aud he wus bundled ont, 
tied hand’ and foot, carried ina basket by two 
coolies to he execution ground, aod beheaded, 
his family paying one thousand dollirs te get 
back his head for interment. 

A MAGISTRATE SPARED. 

With reference to the late magistrate Wong 
Sung, of Namhoi, who was degraded on account 
of the guards and underlings of bis yamen 
squeezing the convicts (and w whose stead a 
certain Yew, a confidential secratary of the 
Viceroy Shum. is acting magistrat-), an enquiry 
has been instituted, and after investigation in 
the accountants’ offi-e defa'cations have been 
discovered to the amount of over thirty thousand 
taels. Of course the magistrate was to blame 
for i-, but upon the iatervession of the Provincial 
Governor with the Viceroy, and in consideration 
of the fact that Wong has lost a good deal 
of money by supplying most of the requisites 
for the use of the official y men, and that hé 
had no opportunity to repay himself by 
collecting the taxes upon fields and lands at 
the end of the year, it has been resolved that he 
shall bear half the amount of the defalcations, 
and the new magistrate the other half. 

BUT ANOTHER NOT. 

With referencs to Li Ka Cheuk, late magis- 
trate of Yumchow, it is s{ated that the 
Viceroy and the Provincial Governor have 
jointly sent up a memorial to Peking charging 
him with various crimes, especially that of 
© nviving at bis soldiere robbing aad killing 
people. {t is -urmised that he cannot escape 
death by beheading. 

There is @ c-rtain class of pu lic servaats 
known as mun-seung or chief porters. Although 
their position is humble, yet by falsely assuming 
theauthority ofofficials they can make more monev 
by squeeze than most of the officialsdo. Itis this 
class of people that the Viceroy hates most, 
and he has instituted a crusade against them, 
as in the case of Chik Wa Hin, mun-seung of the 
amhoi magistrate, who has bolted either 
to Hongkong or Macao.

A POINT AT IS8UB. 

A certain Tokyo paper latel 
secent deadlock in the Russo-Japanese negotia- 
tions is Serre | owing to the fact that 
Jap n has claimed the right of constructing 
a between Y:nkow and Wiju, on the 
Yalu, a -d between Seoul and Wiju, in addition 
to the leasa of Chiuhai Bay, near Masampho, 
South Cores, but it is beliaved that the real 
cause of the late contretemps does not ref-r 
to such minor qa-stions, The Komuara- 
Rosen negotiations are expected to be now 
resumed, bat whether a satisfactory modus 
vivendi can be successfully drawn up, appears to 
be open to doubt. I bave no desire to exaggerate 
the gravity, but it is folly to blink the 
facts; and one of the facts is that Japan 
is fully prepared to support her claims with 
armed force, if necessary. Sach pre: ara- 
tions for the purpose have been going on of 
late rather ost ntatiously, and the priocipal 
steamship and railway companies are said to 
have been ordered to be quite ready for every 
emergency. 

WHEN FOES BECOME FRIENDS. 

It is interesting to note that the Japan 
Gazette, Yokohama, in a recent leader under the 
abova caption, referring to the anniversary of 
Trafalgar, observed that it is a date that should 
be kept in mind, as commemorating not a fight 
of nation against nation, nor a race enmity, 
but the defeat of a persunal ambition and fhe 
salvation of many nations, including France 
herself, from the power of a most dangerous 
man. There is no need for any regrets or 
any trace of bitter feeling to survive, for 
the two contestants are now friauds, and 
their anoiont quarrels are as completely 
buried as ara those of North and South in the 
United states. Thisinstructive article attract - 
ed the attention of the Koklumin. which, refer- 
ring to the Gazette’s remark, said that itis -n 
excellent «xpcsition of truth, applicable to the 
present diplomatic relation of Japan to China 
and similar to an Oriental proverb, ‘ After rain- 
storms land settles the better.” 

OMINOUS SIGNS, 
In view of the warlike ramours, London has 


already ra‘sed the rate of:marine insurance of 


EKast-bound cargoes to 3.74 per 1,000 and the 
Tokyo Marine Insurance Co. is also now accept- 
ing risks at the rate 3.75 per 1,000 to 5 per 
1.000. The life insurance companies are also 
aroused and eudeavouring to arri.e at a joint 
plan in dealing with naval aid military men.

A CUMPARISON OF FORCES 

Taking comparison of Japanese and Ru:sian 
naval furces iv these waters, it will be seen how 
usefully Russia em loystime- In January last, 
the aggregute tonnage of the Russian Pacific 
Sqnadron stood at some 87,000 tons, the fleet 
including the Peresviet, Petropavlovsk, Gilyak, 
Poltava, Sevastopol, Rossia, Gromobot, and 
Rurik, with other smaller ves« Is. But ia March 
last. the tonnage went up to 93,000 tons thanks 
to the arrival of th: Askold fr.m the Baltic. In 
May, the Diana, Pallads, Novik, and Retvizan 
came; in Jun , the Bogatyr and Boyarin; in 
July the Pobieda. Thus the Russian naval 
strength includes 17 battleships and cruisers, 
and is now estimated at about 170,000 tons, and 
still iuferior in amount to the Japanose (taking 
only those ships above the Pakachiho type’ by 
some 25,000 tons. The Tsarevitch and Boyan, 
however, arrived at Port Said about two weeks 
ago en route to the Far East, and the Oslabia 
was also coming when she was stranded off the 
Grecian coast. By the arrival of these three 
ships the Muscovit» naval forces will stand at 
178,000 tons exceeding the Japanese navy by 
some 7,000. Moreover, if the Alexander IIL. 
and Aurora duly reach here in January n xt, 
as reported, the Russian figures go up to 
199,000 tons, and, numerical y, outclass tho 
Japanese total by 28,000 tons. But 
it may be open to question whether the 
cosling and docking facilities Available 
to Russia in the Extreme East favour the 
continuous operations of such an immense 
fleet in these waters. By the way, it may be 
noted that Vice-Admiral Togo has been lately 
app inted Commander-in Chief of the Japane e 
‘Standing Squadron vice Admiral Hidaka, who 
has been transferred to the command of the 
Maizuru naval station.

: RUSSIA IN YONG-AMPHO. 

Disquieting news continnes to come from 
North Corea. Mr. M. Hagiwara, First Secretary 
of the Japanese Location in Seoul, who has been 
dispatched to the Yalu valiey to inquire into 
the current state of affairs, arrived by a stecmer 
a of the testuarythe river on the 22nd _inst,, 
and attempted to land at Yong-ampho, but 
was illegally prevented by the Russians. The 
party was thts compelled to go up the river fur- 
ther and managed to get ashore at Wiju. A. 
Press representative who, accompanied the 
party reports that he saw two Russian 
transports, each of over 2,000 tons, mooring 
at the mouth of the Yalu, having arrived 
at Port Arthur. Five Japanese gendarmes 
specially dispatched from Seoul have lately 
arrived at Wiju and been weloomed by the Ja- 
panese resideats there. Al liter telegraphio 
message also says that Coldnel Ducat, British 
wilitary utéache, has ascertained that the Rus- 
sian ‘signal station” at Yong-ampho :s a real 
fort after all, the denials being all false. Pre- | 
parations are being made for the mounting of 
five or six guns, but there is no other military 
measure being taken so far as is known. Owing 
also to wild rumours now prevailing among the 
Coreans, the transactious between the Japanese 
and Coreans in the Peninsula are virtually at a 
deadlock. 

JAPAN AND MEXICO. 

The Mexican Government, which has recently 
enacted strict quarantine regulations against 
Chinese emigrants, has now notified the applica- 
tion thereof to Japan also, and that ships ‘from 
Japan and China are allowad to call at Man- 
zanillo alone, Mr. T. Sugimura, Japanese 
Minister Plenipotentiary there, is protesting 
on the basis of the commergial treaty between 


the two countries. The Japan Times

Mr. Beavis asked leave to make a correction in 
the first paragraph of the statement of 
claim, substituting the name of Mr. 
Kemp for Mr. Sercombe Smith.

It appeared, he said, 
that Ng Chi Kin was the owner of a 
certain birds’ nest shop ‘in Jervois Street, 
where the defendant and plaintiff both lived. 
Defendant was partner or manager of this shop. 
Plaintiff was a broker by trude,and rented a 
room in the shop. This Ng Chi Kin, who was 
the -erson who supplied the means for carrying 
on this shop, was also manager of a Chinese 
bank in Hongkong and therefore was unable to 
attend to the business of the shop, so the defen- 
‘dunt carried on the business subsidised by Ng 
Chi Kin, he not having auy monetary interest in 
the shop at all. Plaintiff was a frie d of 
Ng Chi Kin’s, and lived in one of the rooms 
above the shop. About the nioaths of July 
and August (in the 6th moon) the shop 
got into difficultiés, and the defendant who, 
although he was not a partner, alwuys re- 
presented himself to be. got frightened 
and went to Canton. On the I4th day 
of that moon, shortly afterwards, Ng Chi 
Kin was arrested on a charge of embezzlement 
and was convicted. 

His Lordship — Chat is the capitalist ?

Chan Ching Hop aad others sued Chan Fuk 
for $700 damages suffpred by plaintiff. ‘hrou:h 
the breach by the defendant of a co: ‘ract for 
the erection of a seatwal!, The part: alurs of 
the claim were es fpllows:—To six months’ 
rent of ground at 470 per month fiom 10th 
November, 1902, till 10th May, 1903, 3420; to 
cost of pulling down and. erecting defective wall 
built by defendant, $2380, Mr. +. W. Goldring 
of Messrs. Deacon find Hastings, solicitors, 
appeared for the plaintiff, and Mr. E. J. Grist 
cf Messrs. Wilkinson| and Grist, solicitors, for 
the defendant. : 

Mr. Grist raised fhe preliminary objection 
that the case was res|judtcata and had already 
been disposed of. The defendant entered into 
a contract to erect fh sea-wall, but it was set 

_ aside by vonsent. [The contract was never 
fulfilled by either patty. No work was done 
under the contract; it was done by an arrange- 
ment between the plaintiffs and the defendant. 
The contract itself wds never meant to have been 
fulfilled. It was praptically rescinded, and the 
defendant brought an action against the present 
plaintiff for the recoyery of $325. being balance 
due for work done, and he obtained judgment 
for that amount. 

His Lordship said his recollection of the case 
was that the defendant did some work, most of 
which was bad and had to be pulled down: and 
it was arranged for the purposes.of this action 
that what was good He had to be paid for. 

Mr. Grist stated that the plaintiff agreed to 
psy defendant for thp work that wes good, and 
did not’ require defendant to carry out his 
contract, therefore there could have been no 
breach of contract. 

Mr. Goldring argmed that, becruse he had 
consented to judgment being given for pay- 
ment for the good) work done, be had not 
necessarily shut himself out from bringing 
this action.
